THE FIRST part o f o ur lesso n 
describes In detail the building o f 
the great and beautiful temple in 
J erusalem and Dav id’s plea to 
So lo mo n to serv e Go d “ with a 
perfect heart and a willing mind.” 
We kno w that So lo mo n did no t 
heed his father s wo rds and was 
led away fro m the wo rship o f 
the true Go d. 
Yo u will remember that the 
Lo rd had said that after So lo ­ 
mo n’s death he wo uld div ide the 
kingdo m. During the latter day s 
o f his reign, a y o ung man by the 
name o f J ero bo am, a "mighty 
man o f v alo r," was so perso nable 
and industrio us, that King So lo ­ 
mo n made him “ ruler o v er all the 
charge o f the ho use o f J o seph." 
One day this y o ung man, clad in 
a new garment, went o ut o f J eru­ 
salem and the pro phet Ahijah 
met him, and the tw'o were alo ne 
in the field. Ahijah caught ho ld 
o f the new garment J ero bo am 
was wearing and to re it in 12 
pieces. 
He handed 10 o f the 
pieces to J ero bo am, say jng, “ Take 
these 10 pieces: fo r thus saith 
the Lo rd, the Go d o f Israel, Be­ 
ho ld. I will rend the kingdo m o ut 
o f the hand o f So lo mo n, and will 
giv e 10 tribes to thee." 
News o f this o c c u r r e n c e 
reached So lo mo n, and he so ught 
to kill J ero bo am, who was fo rced 
to flee to Egy pt fo r his life. After 
So lo mo n’s death Reho bo am, his 
so n, was to reign in his stead. 
The peo ple sent fo r J ero bo am and 
he came fro m Egy pt and led a 
co ngregatio n o f the children o f 
Israel to petitio n King Reho bo am 
to lighten their burdens. “ Thy 
father made o ur y o ke griev o us: 
no w therefo re make tho u the 
griev o us serv ice o f thy father, 
and his heav y y o ke which he put 
upo n us, lighter, and we will 
serv e thee.” Reho bo am asked fo r 
three day s to co nsider the mat­ 
ter and they dispersed. 
Co nsults Co unselo rs 
During the three day s Reho ­ 
bo am co nsulted with his father’s 
co unselo rs and they said, “ If 
tho u wilt be a serv ant unto this 
peo ple this day , and wilt serv e 
them, and answer them, 
and 
apeak go o d wo rds to them, then 
they will be thy serv ants fo r 
ev er." 
But, r alas? ta tcsd le f 


this ex cellent co unsel, Reho bo am 
also asked the friv o lo us y o ung 
men who had gro wn up with him 
in the lux ury o f King So lo mo n’s 
co urt, and they said to tell the 
peo ple that "whereas my father 
did lade y o u with a heav y y o ke, 
I will add to y o ur y o ke: my 
father hath chastised y o u with 
w'hips, but I will chastise y o u 
with sco rpio ns.” 
Fo o lish Reho bo am' If he had 
at all understo o d his peo ple, he 
w’o uld hav e kno wn that they 
wo uld resent this ro ugh, brutal 
talk. Their respo nse was: "What 
p o r t i o n hav e we in Dav id ? 
Neither hav e w'e inheritance in 
the so n o f J esse: to y o ur tents, 
O Israel: no w see to thine o wn 
ho use, Dav id."

After building 
Shechem as his capital, he feared 
that his peo ple wo uld go up to 
J erusalem at least o nce a y ear 
fo r the great J ewish festiv als.

The Revolt of the Northern Tribes 


By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
(The International 
Uniform

THE FIRST part of our leaaon 
describes in detail the building of 
the great and beautiful temple In 
Jerusalem and David's plea to 
Solomon to serve God “with a 
perfect heart and a willing mind 
W# know that Solomon did not 
heed his father a worda and was 
led away from the worship of 
the true God. 
You will remember that the 
Lord had said that after Solo­ 
mon's death he would divide the 
kingdom. During the latter days 
of his reign, a young man by the 
name of Jeroboam, a “mighty 
man of valor," was so personable 
and industrious, that King Solo­ 
mon made him “ruler over all the 
charge of the house of Joseph. 
One day this young man, clad in 
a new garment, went out of Jeru 
salem and the prophet Ahijah 
met him, and the two were alone 
In the field. Ahijah caught hold 
of the new garment Jeroboam 
was wearing and tore it in 12 
pieces. 
He handed IO of the 
pieces to Jeroboam, saying. 'Take 
these IO pieces: for thus saith 
the Lord, the God of Israel, Be­ 
hold. I will rend the kingdom out 
of the hand of Solomon, and will 
five IO tribes to thee." 
News of this o c c u r r e n c e 
reached Solomon, and he sought 
to kill Jeroboam, who was forced 
to flee to Egypt for his life. After 
Solomon's death Rehoboam. his 
son. was to reign In his stead. 
The people aent for Jeroboam and 
he came from Egypt and led a 
congregation of the children of 
Israel to petition King Rehoboam 
to lighten their burden!. "Thy 
father made our yoke grievous: 
now therefore make thou the 
grievous service of thy father, 
and his heavy yoke which he put 
upon us. lighter, and we will 
serve thee." Rehoboam asked for 
three days to consider the mat­ 
ter and they dispersed. 
Consults Counselors 
, 
Dunng the three days Reho­ 
boam consulted with his father's 
counselors and they said, "If 
thou wilt be a servant unto this 
people this day. and wilt aerve 
them, and answer them, and 
spank good words to them, then 
they will bt thy servants for 
ever."

this excellent counsel. Rehoboam 
also asked the frivolous young 
men who had grown up with him 
in the luxury of King Solomon’* 
court, and they said to tell th* 
people that "whereas my father 
did lade you with a heavy yoke. 
I wall add to your yoke: my 
father hath chastised you with 
whips, but I will chastise you 
with scorpions." 
Foolish Rehoboam! If he had 
at all understood his people, he 
would have known that they 
would resent this rough, brutal 
talk. Their response was: “What 
p o r t i o n have w»e in David ? 
Neither have we inheritance in 
the son of Jesse: to your tent*. 
O Israel: now see to thine own 
house, David.’* 
So Israel departed unto their 
tents, and the IO tribes were lost 
to Rehoboam, who ruled over the 
people w-ho dwelt in the cities of 
Judah, and little Benjamin joined 
Judah. Jeroboam wa* made king 
of the IO tribes of Israel and all 
during the reign* of these two 
men 
there wa* war between 
them. 
Made Two Golden Galva* 
After being so honored by the 
Lord, one would have thought 
that Jeroboam would have been 
true to the God of hi* father* all 
hi* days, but no. After building 
Shechem aa his capital, he feared 
that his people would go up to 
Jerusalem at least once a year 
for the great Jewish festivals. To 
keep them from doing this, he 
made two calves of gold, and said 
to the people, “It is too much for 
you to go up to Jerusalem: behold 
thy god*, O Israel, which brought 
thee out of the land of Egypt.” 
One he set in Bethel and the 
other in Dan To aerve aa priests 
he appointed the lowest of the 
people, and he ordained a feast, 
and even Offered sacrifices on 
these heathen altars. 
He was punished In various 
ways of which there la no room 
here to tell all. The worst pun­ 
ishment came when 
his ton, 
Abl jab, fell sick. 
Al ar me d, 
Jeroboam told the child’s mother 
to disguise herself and go to the 
house of Ahijah. the prophet, at 
Shiloh to ask if the child would 
get well. She did so, but the 
Lord had warned Ahijah of her 
coming so that when he heard 
her footatepa he knew who It was 
and told her that for the wrong 
Jeroboam had done the Lord 
would bring evil upon his house 
and that when she walked Into 
her own house the child should 
die. So it came to pass. 
Jeroboam reigned over Israel 
Vt years, mid Rehoboam over 
IT years
